WASHINGTON, June 8 (#^ So- 
viet Premier Bulganin, in a letter 
to 
President 
Eisenhower made 
public tonight called on the United 
States, Britain and France to join 
with Russia in withdrawing some 


of their armed forces from Ger­ 
many, 


“ This undoubtedly would pre­ 
pare the ground for more decisive 
•teps in this matter,” Bulganin 
said in the letter dated June 6 


•nd delivered here yesterday. 
Enclosed in the letter, as made 
public by the White House, was 
the Soviet Union’s May 14 state­ 


ment announcing Russian plans for 
reducing the size of the Soviet 
armed forces by 1,200,000 men. 
Bulganin’s letter declared the 
United Nation’s Disarmament sub­ 
committee, which has been trying 
to solve the disaramement prob­ 
lem for years, actually “ is retard­ 
ing progress in this matter.”

House Group Passes Package Bill 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (JW A one-package bill for billions of dol­ 
lars in increased payments to veterans and their widows was ap­ 
proved over-whelmingly by the House Veterans Affairs Committee 
today. 


The bill combines elements of various plans proposed by dif­ 
ferent veterans organizations. It contains provision for veterans of 
both World Wars and the Korean ♦ 
War, disabled veterans, and vet-

He said “ it is difficult to expect” 
any “ concrete results in the area 
of disarmament in the very near 
future” as a result of these talks. 


Bulganin proposed what he de­ 
scribed as ” a new approach.” He 
said that, until such time as an 
international agreement on dis­ 
armament is reached, each coun­ 
try could take “ concrete meas­ 
ures for reducing armaments” on 
its own. 


As a starter, he proposed that 
the United Slates, 
Britain and 
France join with Russia in cutting 
back 
the size of their armed 
forces in Germany. He cited the 
Soviet 4 )roposal to withdraw 30.- 
000 men from East Germany, and 
said; 


“ The withdrawal from Germany 
of the said 
number of Soviet 
troops does not solve the question 
entirely. 


It Only First Step 


“ This measure of the Soviet gov­ 
ernment is only the first step. 


“ However, we base our thinking 
on the premise that if the govern­ 
ments of the United States, Eng­ 
land and France, which have their 
troops on German territory, would 
for their part also take steps to 
I educe their armed forces in Ger­ 
many, then this would undoubtedly 
prepare the ground for more de­ 
cisive steps in this matter.” 


Dispatches from abroad said 
Russian notes also were sent to 
Britain, West Germany and a num­ 
ber of other governments. It was 
conjectured their contents were 
similar to the letter sent to Ei- 
lenhower. 


The President’s illness, if pro­ 
longed, could delay the prepara­ 
tion of his reply. 


Bulganin’s letter also appeared 
to be timed to coincide with West 
German Chancellor Konrad Ade­ 
nauer’s visit to the United States. 
Adenauer arrives in New York 
City tomorrow and in Washington 
Monday. He had been expected to 
confer with Eisenhower but the 
President’s abdominal ailment to­ 
day might call for a change in 
plans.

Strong House forces were in 
favor of shutting off all U.S. aid 
to Yugoslavia because of Marshal 
Tito’s reconciliation with Russia. 


The administration agrees the 
Yugoslav situation should be re­ 
evaluated but wants to avoid any 
drastic measures meanwhile.

“ The X-ray of the abdomen re­ 
vealed a partial obstruction in the 
terminal portion of the small in­ 
testine.”

Hagerty who shuffled back and 
forth between doctors and a small 
army of newsmen, said under 
questioning that surgery is “ a 
possibility.” 
“ Major” Operation 
If an operation were employed 
to 
remedy 
the

“ major,” according to word from 
experts here tonight. 
The news that Eisenhower had 
again fallen ill stirred great and 
widespread concern. Some appre­ 
hension arose that perhaps he had 
had another heart attack such as 
the one which laid him up for 
weeks last fall and threatened to 
remove him from the political pic­ 
ture. 
But all day long, the medical 
reports relayed by Hagerty laid 
great emphasis on the statement 
that this is not a heart case. 
Hagerty said the doctors wanted 
to underscore that. 
Reporters asked Hagerty to ask 
the doctors flatly whether it would 
be proper to call Eisenhower's 
condition “ critical.” He came back 
with the report soon after 5 p.m. 
EDT that they said it “ would be 
wropg to use the word ‘critical’ 
at this time.” 
As for using the word “ serious,” 
Hagerty said he would have to 
wait for further word, but that he 
himself was not using any adjec­ 
tives. 
Is Acute Illness 
Dr. Paul Dudley White. Boston 
heart specialist and one of four 
civilian physicians and surgeons 
being called in, said before flying 
to Washington that his information 
would not lead him to "feel the 
President is too sick.” 
However, Dr. White did speak 
of it as “ an acute illness that’s

Proof Of Man's Existence 
700,000 Years Ago Found 


HAMBURG. Germany. June 8 
if)—A German archeologist says 
he has found proof that man has 
been kicking arotpd a lot longer 
than is generally believed 
The proof, says Dr. Alfred Rust 
of 
the 
Schleswig-Holstein 
State 
Museum, was turned up in a pit 
in Communist E^ast Germany, He 
returned recently from excava­ 
tions there. 
Rust said he unearthed 50 hand­ 
made. sandstone tools which he 
estimated are more than 700.000 
years old. And he puts that esti­ 
mate on an 1 at least’’ basis. 
The previous oldest proot of the 
presence of man. Rust said, was 
considered to be the Heidelberg 
jawbone, found 50 years ago near 
Heidelberg, Germany. It was be­ 
lieved to be some 500.000 years 
old. 
The discovery of the sandstone 
tools, says Rust, “ together with 
previous discoveries at the same 
place indicate human beings ex 
isted in what'now is northern Ger 
many about a million years ago.’ 
At 
that 
time, 
he 
continued. 


“ These humdn specimens had de­ 
veloped far beyond the mere tran­ 
sitory animal-to-man stage." 
He said the tools found in the 
pit near Meimngen, about IO miles 
from the West German border, be­ 
longs to the subtropical tertiary 
period. 
That period, 
he added, 
preceded the glacial period, which 
could be placed between 600.000 
and 700.000 years ago. 
“ It is surprising." Rust said. 
“ to ascertain that the form of the 
clearly shaped tools we found was 
always repeated This clearly in­ 
dicated they were made by man.” 
The Meiningen excavations were 
made rn cooperation with the E-ast 
Zone Museum of Ancient History 
in Weimar. Rust said the East

Any o ne practicing burg lary pro fessio nally so o n 
disco v ers that his chances o f sto pping a bullet are 
abo ut the same reg ardless o f his cho ice o f v ictims. 
Therefo re the ex perienced burg lar usually 
directs his effo rts to ward the jo bs that pro mise the 
g reatest rewards. He do esn’t wo rk o n impulse like 
the juv enile o ffender who o ften risks his neck fo r 
a ride in a sto len car o r the co ntents o f a ifending 
machine. The stamp o f pro fessio nalism is ev ident 
in the nature o f the jo b. 
The bank ro bberies and the safecracking s 
usually are the wo rk o f pro fessio nals who seldo m 
undertake a jo b witho ut painstaking preparatio ns. 
These preparatio ns inv o lv e a preliminary surv ey 
o f the site to be v isited and a study o f the wo rking 
habits o f the pro spectiv e v ictims. 
In this co nnectio n it’s interesting to no te that 
science has co me up with a metho d o f detectio n 
that lets the ex perienced criminal trap himself by 
his v ery precautio ns. In so me cases it’s no w po s­ 
sible to so lv e a crime befo re it happens and catch 
the culprit befo re he has a chance to risk his o wn 
neck o r endang er any bo dy else. 
Inv o lv ed is the use o f an auto matic mo v ie 
camera that o perates silently and inv isibly behind 
a o ne-way mirro r reco rding film sequences at 
three-seco nd interv als o f the interio r o f a bank o r 
o ther v ulnerable business. This is made po ssible 
by the dev elo pment o f an ex tremely sensitiv e film. 
At the clo se o f business these film sequences 
are ex amined o n a ro utine basis by law enfo rce­ 
ment o fficers. The man who is “ casing ” a bank 
fo r an intended ro bbery canno t wear a mask. 
Therefo re kno wn criminals entering a bank to 
lo o k aro und can be spo tted in adv ance and put 
under po lice surv eillance. 
Of co urse the “ casing ” no waday s o ften is do ne 
by perso ns o ther than the criminals who intend to 
stag e the actual ro bbery . After the preliminaries 
ai;e o ut o f the way the men who do the jo b may 
driv e in fro m so me distant o peratio ns base and 
be far away when the ro bbery is disco v ered. 
But their co nfederates usually wo uld be po lice 
characters easily reco g nizable if they sho wed up in 
the ro utine camera check. So it’s pro bably g o ing 
to be increasing ly difficult fo r the pro fessio nals to 
o perate in the futare and that wo uld po int to a 
further rise in the ratio o f tinho rn thiev ery to big - 
time jo bs.

Science Closes In 
On The "Experts" 


Anyone practicing burglary professionally soon 
discovers that his chances of stopping i bullet are 
about the same regardless of his choice of victims. 
Therefore the experienced burglar usually 
directs his efforts toward the jobs that promise the 
greatest rewards. He doesn’t work on impulse like 
the juvenile offender who often risks his neck for 
a ride in a stolen car or the contents of a Trending 
machine. The stamp of professionalism is evident 
in the nature of the job. 
The bank robberies and the safecrackings 
usually are the work of professionals who seldom 
undertake a job without painstaking preparations. 
These preparations involve a preliminary survey 
of the site to be visited and a study of the working 
habits of the prospective victims. 
In this connection it’s interesting to note that 
science has come up with a method of detection 
that lets the experienced criminal trap himself by 
his very precautions. In some cases it s now pos­ 
sible to solve a crime before it happens and catch 
the culprit before he has a chance to risk his own 
neck or endanger anybody else. 
Involved is the use of an automatic movie 
camera that operates silently and invisibly behind 
a one-way mirror recording film sequences at 
three-second intervals of the interior of a bank or 
other vulnerable business. This is made possible 
by the development of an extremely sensitive film. 
At the close of business these film sequences 
are examined on a routine basis by law enforce­ 
ment officers. The man who is “casing’* a bank 
for an intended robbery cannot wear a mask. 
Therefore known criminals entering a bank to 
look around can be spotted in advance and put 
under police surveillance. 
Of course the “casing” nowadays often is done 
by persons other than the criminals who intend to 
stage the actual robbery. After the preliminaries 
ai;e out of the way the men who do the job may 
drive in from some distant operations base and 
be far away when the robbery is discovered. 
But their confederates usually would be police 
characters easily recognizable if they showed up in 
the routine camera check. So it s probably going 
to be increasingly difficult for the professionals to 
operate in the future and that would point to a 
further rise in the ratio of tinhorn thievery to big- 
time jobs.

It 
would be awful if one of those hooks hit Khrushchev and 
he konked out. The Russians would then have a cause 
for war. For while Khrushchev is not the head of state, 
he is more than that; he is the head of the party. 
Whereas the czar regarded himself as the successor to 
Augustus Caesar, Khrushchev is successor to Karl Marx. 
Is such a man to be konked out by a telephone book? 
And who says that they will limit themselves to 
telephone books? 
They might use tomatoes and cab­ 
bages and who knows what else? 
Who, in fact, can 
say what aberrations the human mind can develop under

Ike s Remarks Almost Hurt Foreign Aid Program 


WASHINGTON — President Eis­ 
enhower doesn’t dften make mis­ 
takes with his impromptu remarks 
at press conferences; but, when he 
does, it usually has international 
repercussions. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
almost pulled the rug from under 
his whole foreign-aid program by 
letting it be implied that nations 
which stay “neutral’* in the “cold 
war ‘ agaist Communist imperial­ 
ism can still get financial benefits 
from the United States. 
The President fell victim to the 
oft-repeated alibis of the "uncom­ 
m itted'’ nations which argue that, 
since the United States stayed 
* neutral” during the first century 
or m ort of her existence, such a 
policy now is justified for them. 
This 
inaccurate 
statement 
of 
American history has been repeat­ 
ed often by various spokesmen for 
and champions of the “neutralist** 
cause in Asia, but it is surprising 
to see the President accept it and 
give it to his press conference as 
a valid argument. 
Cite* Exact Words 
Mr. Eisenhower s exact words 
were these: 
“ If you are waging peace, you 
can’t be too particular sometimes 
about the special attitudes that 
different countries take. We were 
a young country once, and our 
whole policy for the first hundred 
years was—or more, 150—we were 
neutral. 
We constantly asserted 
we were neutral rn the wars of 
the world and wars in Europe 
and antagonisms.” 
But what are the facts? In 1801, 
the United States declared war on 
Tripoli, which had interfered with 
American shipping in the Mediter­ 
ranean. “ Millions for d e f e n s e , 
not a cent for tribute’* was the 
battle cry. 
The American republic was less 
than 25 years old when it entered 
a world war, known on this side of 
the Atlantic as the War of 1812. 
The United States entered that 
war on the side of the French, 
who were fighting Britain. 
The 
main causes were the impressment 
of American seamen on the high

seas by the British, blockade of 
American ports by the British, and 
violation of U. S. neutral rights on 
the high seas. 
In 1821, when the Russian czar 
issued his famous order extending 
Russian claims in the Pacific and 
dosing the Bering Strait to com­ 
mercial shipping of other nations, 
the young American republic, by 
diplomatic note, publicly challeng­ 
ed the action. 


Lincoln Warned British 


In 1823. the United States served 
notice in what became known as 
American continents were no longer 
to be considered as subjects for 
future colonization by European 
powers and that this country would 
consider dangerous to its peace 
and safety any attem pt on the 
part of European powers to extend 
their system to this hemisphere. 
This was a participation rn world 
affairs which, coming from the 
young republic, was bold and de­ 
fiant. 


During the American War Be­ 
tween the States. President Lin­ 
coln did not hesitate to send a 
stern warning to Great Britain, 
which had recognized the belli­ 
gerency of the Confederacy as 
British ships sought to run the 
blockade of the Union Navy. 
In 
1895, 
President 
Cleveland 
served notice on Great Britain 
that, if it interfered in a boundary 
dispute in Venezuela, it “will be 
the duty of the United States to 
resist by every means in its pow- 
er. as a wilful aggression upon its 
rights and interests, the appropria­ 
tion by Great Britain of any lands 
or the exercise of any government­ 
al jurisdiction over any territory 
which after investigation we have 
determined of right belongs to 
Venezuela.’* 
In 1898, the United States in­ 
tervened in a war to save Cuba 
from Spanish oppression. 
In 1900, the United States joined 
with five European powers and 
landed American Marines on the

Eisenhower speaks of the dangers 
that countries face which have 
“ military 
associations” 
because 
they may have difficulties along 
their borders. Certainly the Presi­ 
dent didn’t mean to give the im­ 
pression that he favored neutrality 
for West Germany and a with­ 
drawal from NATO. Yet that s 
what his remarks can readily be 
construed to mean. His closing 
words—uttered with reference to 
Yugoslavia—were somewhat incon­ 
sistent with his other statements 
but they better express the Ameri­ 
can point of view. He said: 
“The reason we help an*' assist 
others is in the belief that this will 
help us. also.” 
That’s the only b asis.on which 
a foreign-aid program will be voted 
—and “ neutrals” will have a hard 
time getting any American tax­ 
payers’ money out of Congress.
